London, Tuesday, May 8 (A.P.).-—The 
London Mail today says’that the Brit- 
ish government has decided 
Prince Carol of Roumania to leave Eng- 
land. The prince had been visiting at 
a country estate in Surrey for the past 
week. 

Carol yesterday admitted responsibil- 
ity for a manifesto printed in London 
which declared that he awaited only a 
call from Roumania to assume its 
throne in place of his young son, King 
Michael. 


had warned Prince Carol that he must 
abstain from intrigue while in this 
country. 

Late editions of other London morn- 
ing newspapers also said that the Brit- 
ish government had decided to request 
Carol to leave the country. 


Carol Is “Surprised.” 


The Mall says that this decision was } 


reached after a conference between of- 
ficials of the foreign office and home ol- 
fice. A Scotland Yard officer was sent 
to Godstone, where the prince was visit- 
ing, but found Carol was attending a 
moving picture performance in London 

Later, the newspaper says, Sir Wynd- 
ham Childs, assistant commissioner of 
the Metropolitan Police, and two other 
high police officers motored to God- 
stone. The prince returned at midnight 
and saw the officers. 

The Mail quotes the prince as saying 
afterward that he was surprised that 
the government had disapproved of his 
activities here. 

The action upon which the British 
government has decided, according to 
the newspapers, would be in accordance 
with the usual procedure when a for- 
eigner has used English territory as the 
center for intrigues against a friendly 
government. This is what Carol and his 
advisers are accused of doing in their 
manifesto.

Mississippi River flood control legis- 
lation was made practically certain yes- 
terday after a conference between 
President Coolidge and House and Sen- 
ate conferees on the Jones Dill.

Chairman Reid, of the House man- 
agers, said he would ask for action to- 
day with every indication that the 
House would approve the course taken 
by the conferees at their sessions both 
before and after they were summoned 
to the White House. 

After the House acts, Senator Jones 
(Republican), Washington, author of 
the measure and chairman of the 
Senate conferees, will call the report 
up in the Senate. He expects no dif- 
ficulty in receiving Senate approval 
and believes the bill will be in the 
hands of the President before the end 
of the week. 

During the White House conference, 
which was attended by Maj. Gen. Jad-

CONGRESS 19 HELD 
LACKING IN POWER 
TO ALTER MERGER 


Changes That May Be Made 
Would Have No Legal Ef- 
fect, Is Bride’s Opinion. 


DISTRICT COMMITTEE 
HOLDS THREE HEARINGS 


Final One Will Be Today With 
Harley P. Wilson as 
Principal Witness. 


The House District committee devoted 
seven hours to the traction merger pro- 
posal yesterday, holding morning, after- 
noon and night sessions. The hearing 
will be concluded today. and within a 
few days the committee will vote on 
the joint resolution authorizing the 
merger. 

Probably the outstanding develop- 
ment yesterday was the opinion rend- 
ered by Corporation Counsel W. 
Bride that the House District commit 
tee lacked the power to alter the mer- 
ger agreement. 

At this morning’s hearing, Harley P. 
Wilson, sometimes referred to as “father 
of the merger,” will be the principal 
witness. He is owner of the Washing- 
ton Rapid Transit Co., and is a director 
of the North American Co., which has 
large holdings in the local traction 
companies. The committee also will 
hear a representative of the Central 
Labor Union, who will urge that a labor 
clause be written in the merger agree- 
ment. 


Stengle Praises Commission, 


Charles I. Stengle, of the Citizens 
Advisory Council, appeared before the 
committee last night. He indorsed the 
merger.and praised the Public Utili- 
ties Commission. 

William McK. Clayton, of the Fed- 
@ration of Citizens Associations, again 
attacked the merger agreement. He 
and John H. Hanna, president of the 
Capital Traction Co., held a lengthy 
debate on various features of the 
agreement. Hanna reiterated his state- 
ment that Clayton’s opposition really 
was based on the fact that the merger 
agreement was a company plan and 
not a Clayton plan. 

Col. Harrison Brand, jr., vice chairman 
of the Public Utilities Commission, read 
a detailed statement regarding the 
value of the various properties it is 
proposed to merge. Members of the 
committee who were present were 
Chairman Zihlman, of Maryland, and 
Representatives Combs, of Missourt; 
Beers, of Pennsylvania, and Lampert, 
of Wisconsin. 


Lacks Power, Bride Says. 


Co*poration Counsel Bride gave his 
opinion at the request of Representative 
Frederick Zihlman, chairman of the 
District committee and it was read by 
Zihlman in letter form before the aft- 
ernoon hearings on the merger plan in 
the House Office Building. Bride holds 
that Congress may only approve or dis- 
approve the pending resolution. 


“Should Congress. however, decide 


that it desires to alter or modify the} 


terms of the merger, it may do s0,.” 
Bride’s letter read, “but in legal effect, 
it would amount only to a counter 
proposal, and be subject to acceptance 
or rejection by the utilities involved. 


Could Appeal to Courts. 


“Should the utilities take the posi- 
tion that such legislation is confisca- 
tory of their properties or rights, that 
they were denied due process of law, 
or that any of their Constitutional 
rights had been invaded, they would 
unquestionably be entitled to seek ie- 
lief in the courts that such rights 
may be determined.” 

Chairman Zihlman made no comment 
on the corporation counsel's statement, 
except to say that he wanted the let- 
ter read into the record. At the same 
time a letter was introduced from Col. 
U. S. Grant, 3d, director of Public 
Buildings and Public Parks of the Dis- 
trict, calling attention to “the great 
physical benefits” to the National Capi- 
tal that in his belief would accrue from 
the merger. 

John H. Hanna, president of the 
Capital Traction Co., anc William F. 
Ham, of the Washington Rallway & 
Electric Co., consumed the better part 
of the morning and afternoon sessions 
testifying to the position of the tswvo 
utility companies on the merger pro- 
posal.

Ham, on the other hand, told the 
committee that the Washington Rail- 
way & Electric Co. “has not considered” 
@n increased fare, and stated that he 
thought an increase improbable in the 
event of a merger. 

“The public,” he said, “will pay for 
what it gets. We will have as low 
fares as can be charged with good 
service. °I don't think the public wants 
low fares at the expense of service.” 

Both officers declared that the Pub- 

lic Utilities Commission lacks the 
power to vote reducec car fare for 
school children, following a plea by 
Mrs. W. T. Bannerman, of the District 
Congress of Parents and Teachers and 
the Public School Association, that this 
stipwation, together with a provision 
for universal tran-fer. be made in the 
agreement. 
Mrs. Bannermar argued that this al- 
rcady was done in a great many cities, 
and declared it a ha.dship on parents 
of 1noderate means and large families to 
provide car fare for their children to 
attend school at present rates. She 
Said it is often tae case that a child 
must pay two fares en route to school, 
because of their inability to obtain 
trensfers. 


Ham Has No Objection. 


Ham declared it his personal opinion 
that children attending school should 
be charged as much a others “who are 
not so fortunate.” “Ye stated, however, 
that although he believed the Public 
Utilities Commission is not now em- 
powered to’ take such fare reductions, 
he had no objectic: t> the law being 
cCuanged so as to give them that au- 
thority. 

Much time was consumed by both 
officers in justifyin,: the $50,000,000 
valuation asked for the »roposed merged 
company. “tam asserted that their “ac- 
tual value” of $62,000,000 was Lot an 
approximate estimate, as has been 
charged, but vas based 0. an inventory

“No well-informed person would 
doubt that a combined valuation of 
$50,000,000 Is not excessive,”” Ham sald. 
At the morning session, Hanna ad- 
mitted that the agreement would give 
the merged company a “practical mo- 
nopoly” of transportation facilities in 
the city. 

“The very word merger implies mo- 
nopoly.” Hanna said. “As long as it 
gave the public the proper service, no 
other company would be allowed to 
come in. It could not, however, be 
considered an absolute monopoly.” 


Clayton Favors Competition. 


William McK. Clayton, of the Fed- 
eration of Citizens Associations’ utili- 
tles committee, who was in the com- 
mittee room, was asked by Representa- 
tive Gibson if he objected to the Rapid 
Transit Co. being included in the 
merged company. He answered that 
personally he believed in competition, 
and should like to see the bus company 
operated as a separate concern. 

William A. Roberts, vice chairman. o! 
the federation’s utilities commission, 
also was questioned on this point, and 
said that he had no objection to the 
bus line being included in the merged 
company. He told the committee that 
51 citizens’ associations were opposed 
to the merger, 3 were for it. and 3 had 
taken no action.

School of Deep Sea Diving 


To Be Opened at Navy Yard 


Training Station to Be Established in July 


Expansion Plan—Submarine Rescue Ships 
to Be Increased to Five 


Establishment of a deep-sea diving 
school at Washington Navy Yard for 
training of men in submarine rescue 
work about July 1, and increas. of the 
number of submarin: rescue vessels 
from two to jive, was announced yester- 
day by Admiral Charles F. Hughes, chief 
of naval operations. 


These plans, it was explained by 
Secretary of the Nivy Wilbur, have 
been under consideration two years and 
antedate the 5-4 catastrophe. 


That part of the plan relatiye to the 
diving school is being arranged by the 
Bureau of Navigation with the ap- 
proval of the department and provides 
for building up of a force of -pproxi- 
mately 52 deep-sea divers, an increase 
of 32, of whom 9 will be master or 
supervising divers. 

The Bureau o° Navigation is prepar- 
ing instructions concerning the qualifi- 
cations and maintenance of qualifica- 
tions which will require for every diver 
at least four dives every six months to 
depths of not less than 150 fev... 

This practice and training is con- 
sidered the minimum necessary to keep 
the divers in fit condition to respond 
readily to emergency calls. Vessels and 
stations to which it is proposed to at- 


tach deep sea divers will be regularly 
equipped for such work. 

Facilities, including tanks, already 
are available in a building in the 
southeast corner of the Navy Yard ad- 
joining the basin for testing ship 
models. Navy Yard officials said that 
other instruction would he carried on 
in the Potomac River. A submarine 
may be brought here and submerged 
for diving students to hold rescue drills. 

Explaining the department’s plans 
regarding increase of the submarine 
rescue vessel force, Admiral Hughes 
said the force operating plan for the 
current year lists but two submarine 
rescue vessels, the Falcon, assigned to 
the contro] force, and which worked 
at the S-4 disaster, and the Widgeon, a 
mine sweeper, now being converted to 
the foregoing use and assigned to the 
submarine division of the battle fleet. 

The additional vessels will be U. 8. 8. 
Ortolan, a mine sweeper, now being 
fitted and which should be ready for 
service early in July; the Mallard, a 
mine sweeper, to be detached from 
Mine Division 3 about July 1 and con- 
verted for assignment to the contro) 
force at the Canal Zone, and another 
mine sweeper not yet designated, to be 


taken from the Asiatic station.

Tokyo, Tuesday, May 8 (A.P.).—A 
dispatch from Tsinan, China, coming 
through Peking, today reported that 


An American missionary was among 
those murdered during the Sino-Japa- 
nese fighting at Tsinan. 


Shanghai, May 7 (A.P.).—The situa- 
tion at Tsinan was seen in a new light 
here today with dispatches from the 
Shantung City that an airplane bomber 
of the northern forces was brought 
down by the Japanese. The plane had 
been engaged in bombing the foreign 
settlement, the dispatch said. 

This was the first report of active 
hostilities between the Japanese in 
Shantung and the northerners, and 
followed by only three days an offer 
by the Peking war lord, Chang Tso-lin. 
to aid the Japanese in their fighting 
at Tsinan. The offer. summarily re- 
fused, was followed by more or less 
vigorous protests by the Pekingese 
against continued Japanese occupation 
of Shantung province. 

Tsinan itself was said today, in such 
reports as penetrated tc the outside 
world, to be comparatively quiet with 
only desultory looting. The list of 
known murdered Japanese increased 
from 7 to 13, with 28 others missing 
of whom two are believed to have been 
murdered.

Japan Taking Over City. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Shanghal, May 7.—The Japanese, 
failing to heed the rising tide of 
Chinese animosities, are proceeding 
with the definite occupation of the 
Chinese fort at Tsingtao, and the 
provincial capital of Shantung, Tsinan, 
together with a 250-mile railway con- 
necting the two cities. 

The Japanese today dispatched a 
force along the Shantung railway, re- 
pairing the line, in order to enable 
them to dispatch additional troops for 
the. purpose of garrisoning them at 
Tsinan. Two thousand additional Jap- 
anese troops from the garrison of 
Kwantung and leased territory in Man- 
churia arrived at Tsingtao today, in- 
cluding a field artillery company. Five 
additional companies of Japanese in- 
fantry from the Nagoya station have 
been dispatched to Tientsin. 


Situation Growing Worse. 


Peking, May 7.—The Cino-Japanese 
situation is steadily growing worse, 
with the prospect of the required use 
of more than 13,000 Japanese troops 
already en route, including reinfor-:- 
ments at Tientsin. Also eighteen more 
warships have been sent tothe Yangtze 
River southern ports, Today being the 
anniversary of the 21 demands, mass 
meetings are being hbeld throughout 
Nationalist territory, but owing to the 
wire interruptions, details have not 
been received. The ‘neetings are in- 
tensifizd by reading the indictment 
against Japan for ‘he Tsinan en- 
counter, alleging that the Japanese 
slaughtered thousands of innocent 
Chinese.

This 
has not been verified in consular dis- 
patches, however. Meetings heid 
throughout Nationalist territory chiefly 
at schools and public institutions, ar- 
ranged for a Japanese boycott, tnclud- 
ing refusal to sell the Japanese provi- 
sions. 

The Japanese military plans encom- 
pass, first the reopening of the Shan-

British Diplomat Addresses 
World Conference on In- 
ternational Justice. 


Cleveland, May 7 (A.P.).—While wars 
and rumors of wars make it expedient 
not to discourage all preparation for 
national defense the trend of thought 
among the nations, particularly those 
of Europe, is in the direction of per- 
manent peace, Sir Esme Howard, Brit- 
ish Ambassador to the United States, 
declared tonight before the World Con- 
ference on International Justice. 

Addressing the delegates of the 
American Peace Society, under whose 
auspices the conference is being held 
her? this week, Sir Esme expressed the 
opinion that as the powers become 
more accustomed io the idea that wars 
belong to a past and barbarous age 
they will undoubtedly be able to dis- 
card their naval and military arma- 
ments entirely. But this will be ac- 
complished little by little, he said. 

The British Ambassador criticized 
these Journalists who try to “keep alive 
public interest in the drama of human 
nature,” by constantly predicting wars. 


European Situation Improving. 


“In spite of the journalists who are 
always predicting wars, he said, 
“every year that passes sees an iin- 
provement in the European situation. 
Nowhere in Europe today is there more 
impressive evidence of a _ desire for 
peace than in Germany. But it is well 
sO long aS wars and rumors of wars 
have not died away not to discourage 
all preparation for defense. 

“C.n we not hope ‘hat as years pass 
without the recurrence of war between 
the “reat powers of Europe that in- 
habitants of that greatly stricken con- 
tinent may drop thinking altogether 
about war as a means of settling dis- 
putes.

Refund of $160,000,000 Paid 
by Companies This Year 
Stricken From Bill. 


DEMOCRATS PRESENT 
REDUCTION PROGRAM 


New Provision to Penalize Ac- 
cumulation of Surplus to 
Evade Tax Beaten. 


(Associated Press.) 

Corporations lost yesterday a pros- 
pective refund of $160,000,000 in taxes 
payable this year on last year’s income 
when the Senate, without a dissenting 
voice, wiped out a provision of the 
House revenue bill to allow the pro- 
posed cut in the corporation levy to 
apply retroactively. 

A decision on the amount of reduc- 
tion to be made in the corporation and 
other tax rates was delayed until today, 
when Chairman Smoot, of the finance 
committee, expects action to be taken 
on virtually all of the rate schedules in 
the bill, clearing the way for a final 
vote on the tax reduction measure by 
tomorrow or Thursday. 

In this connection Senator Simmons, 
of North Carolina, ranking Democrat on 
the committee, yesterday proposed 
amendments embodying the tax cuts 
desired by the Democrats, in addition 
to those provided in the %200,000,000 
plan voted by Republicans of the 
finance committee as a substitute for 
the $290,000,000 House measure. 


Democratic Reduction Program. 
The Simmons amendments would pro- 
vide for repeal of the admission tax, re- 
duction by one-half of the 10 per cent 
levy of club dues, restoration to the bill 


of the graduated scale of rates for cor- 
porations wtih incomes of $15,000 or 
less, permitting lower rates on these 
corporations, as voted by the House; 
and reduction by one-half of the rates 
applying on transfers of stocks. He also 
put forward a substitute schedule of 
surtax rates by which the Democrats 
proposed to go further in the way of 
downward revision of the rates apply- 
ing on incomes between $12,000 and 
$80,000 than is provided in the revised 
surtax schedule in the bill. 


Surplus Penalty Defeated. 


Almost without debate the Senate 
also knocked out the new provision in 
the House bill to penalize accumulation 
of surpluses for the purpose of evading 
surtaxes. 

The language of the present law was 
restored. Considerable objection had 
been voiced to the House amendments, 
and while senators from both sides be- 
lleved some more effective language 
should be put in the bill for penaliza- 
tion in cases of this kind, the view was 
expressed that the House substitute was 
inadequate. 

Approval also was given to an amend- 
ment allowing deductions from taxable 
income of all expenses paid or incurred 
in contesting Mability for any tax, in- 
cluding fees and compensaton for per- 
sonal services. 


Secret Campaigning 
Denied by Upshaw 


Atlanta, May 7 (A.P.).—Former Rep- 
resentative Willlam D. Upshaw tonight 
branded as a-“100 per cent false crea- 
tion” the recent statement of Orville 8S. 
Poland, of the New York Antisaloon 


League, that Upshaw secretly was cam- 
paigning in that State for the presiden- 
tial nomination of an independent dry 
ticket to be put forth if Gov. Al Smith 
is nominated. 

In a telegram from Knoxville, Tenn., 
to the Associated Press the former dry 
leader in Congress characterized the 
statement as a “glittering piece of folly,” 
and expressed the belief that “some 
mischievous wet reporter has victim- 
ized Mr. Poland just to make it seem 
there is a rift in the dry forces.” Of the 
New Yorker's statement that he per- 
sonally lacks qualification for high of- 
fice because “he is ranting and intem- 
perate,”” Upshaw said this “in a gratui- 
tous indictment of the intelligence of 
the great city of Atlanta tha has given 
me an emphaic vote of confidence for 
five consecutive times.”

Promotion List for Air Corps 
Aims to Increase Efficiency 
of Service. 


INDORSED BY LINDBERGH 


(Associated Press.) 


A bill which was indorsed by Col. 
Charles A. Lindburgh—tha Furlow 
measure to create a separate promotion 
list for the Army Air Corps flying of- 
f:cers—was passed by the House yester- 
day and sent to the Senate. 

Without debate or a record vote the 
mieasure was adopted in only a few 
minutes, although considerable con- 
troversy has raged about it in and out 
of Army circles. The lack of a separ- 
ete list was one of the chief criticisms 
of the Army Air Service voiced by Col. 
William Mitchell, former assistant 
chief of air service. 

The bill’s proposal of the separate 
promotion is designed to increase the 
efficiency of the Army aviators and to 
compensate the fliers through higher 
rank and increased pay for the hazards 
to which they are submitted. In re-!| 
porting the measure, the House mili- 
tary committee pointed out that there 
were 6,000 fliers who remained with the 
Army after the ‘World War. This 
created a “hump” in the regular Army 
promotion list and most of these offi- 
cers have had only meagre advances 
in rank. 

Lindbergh had told the military com- 
mittee that a separate roll was very)} 
necessary as many of the officers of | 
the Air Corps hold ranks quite inferior | 
to their duties and responsibilities.

GOUNSEL ON VALUATION} 


Senate Passes Norris Reso- 
lution in St. Louis and 
0O’Fallon Case. 


ATTACKED AS AFFRONT 


(Associated Press.) 

By a vote of 46 to 31 the Senate yes- 
terday adopted the Norris resolution 
requesting the Supreme Court to per- 
mit counsel for the national conference 
on valuation of American railroads to 
appear before it in the valuation hear- 
ing of the St. Louls & O'Fallon Rail- 
way. The vote followed a sharp debate 
on the advisability of such action. 

Senators Reed, Pennsylvania; Short- 
ridge, California, and Fess, Ohio, Re- 
publicans, and Bratton, New Mexico; 
Bruce, Maryland, and King, Utah, Dem- 
ocrats, contended that it would set a 
precedent contrary to the principles on 
which the Government was founded. 

This position was attacked by Sena- 
tors Norris, Nebraska, and _. Borah, 
Idaho, Republicans, and Walsh, Mon- 
tana; Pittman, Nevada, and Caraway, 
Arkansas, Democrats. Each empha- 
sized that the text of the resolution 
Stipulated that the Senate action was 
taken “withou hereby expressing ap- 
proval or disapproval of the arguments 
of counsel.” 

Both sides agreed that Donald R. 
Richberg, counsel for the national con- 
ference on valuation, should be heard 
because of the importance of the case 
to the public. The opposition took 
the stand, however, that adoption of 
the resolution constituted in effect an 
interference with the judicial branch 
of the Government. 

““I insist,” said Fess, “that it is an 
interference not only with the function 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States but also with the genius of out 

overnmental system.” 

“It's a manifest attempt,” said 
Shortridge, “to bring the tnfluence of 
the Senate to bear on the Supreme 
Court of the United States.” 

The proponents sald that the Senate 
action was solely as a friend of the 
court. and could not be construed as 
an affront to the functions of the 
judicial branch and they were upheld 
in the final vote.

FLOOD CONTROL IN SIGHT. 


Substantial agreement appears to have been 
reached by President Coolidge and the con- 
ferees on the flood-control bill. The changes 
desired by Mr. Coolidge are to be proposed to 
the Senate and House by the conferees. These 
changes would limit the liability of the United 
States in regard to the acquisition of flowage 
rights or easements over natural floodways, 
and would require a survey of Mississippi 
River tributaries to be made by the Army en- 
gineers and be submitted to the Mississippi 
River Commission, 

Inasmuch as these changes do not affect the 
main purpose of the bill, it is to be expected 
that Congress will acquiesce in them and pre- 
sent the measure to President Coolidge for his 
signature. His approval will be the signal for 
immediate action looking to the protection of 
the lower Mississippi Valley. ‘This is a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished, without re- 
gard to such details as the manner or extent 
of control works on tributaries. The law can 
be changed as the work proceeds, but failure 
to enact the bill would result in the loss of in- 
valuable time. What the public asks is that 
flood control work on the lower Mississippi be 
begun on an adequate scale without delay. 
Everything else is subordinate and can wait 
if mecessary until the next session of Congress. 


CHEAPER MONEY, 


Complete recovery of the doNar’s purchas- 
ing power is not to be expected. There is no 
recorded instance in the world’s history of 
such a monetary return, following a period 
such as the United States went through during 
the World War. There is evidence from what 
has happened in the past that the downward 
trend of living costs Is gradual and that even- 
tually a new point of stabilization is reached, 
but always considerably above the previous 
mark. 

Figures just made public by the National 
Industrial Conference Board indicate that 
progress stil] is being made toward the estab- 
lishment of new price levels and living costs. 
The purchasing power of the dollar today, 
according to these statistics, is 62.1 cents, 
when measured by average living costs for 
the American wage earner. The comparison 
is with the prewar dollar of 1914. The 
lowest value ever attached to the buying power 
of the dollar was in 1920, when it was esti- 
mated to be worth 48.9 cents of the prewar 
dollar. 

Among the chief factors in the declining 
cost of living are food and rent. Retai} food 
prices, the most important item in the wage 
earner’s budget, in March this year were 31.1 
per cent lower than in July, 1920, and about 
5.6 per cent lower than March, 1926.: Rents, 
which did not reach their peak until 1924, 
when they were 86 per cent higher than in 
1914, averaged in March of this year 11.3 per 
cent lower than their 1924 peak and 6.8 per 
cent lower than March, 1926. Coal, gas and 

electricity, clothing. and other items in the 
"wage earners’ budget have all shown corres- 
ponding decreases. 

There is one important factor to offset the 
present range of the cost of living and that 
ig that wages have increased considerably. 
Average weekly earnings per worker in Feb- 
ruary of this year were 118 per cent higher 
than in July, 1914, and average hourly earn- 
ings were 131 per cent higher. Thus the 
purchasing power of an industrial worker's 
weekly pay in February of this year averaged 
35 per cent higher than it did at the outbreak 
of the world war, and the purchasing power 
of his wages on the basis of hourly earnings 
was 43 per cent greater. 

It is apparent from the above figures that 
the complaint relative to the depression in 
the purchasing power of the dollar is not 
entirely justified. The dollar will not buy 
what it would 14 years ago, but more of them 
ate being put into the hands of the wage 
earner, which is compensation for the shrink- 
age that has taken place, Increased produc- 
tion and prosperity have produced this bal- 
ancing feature, which makes today’s conditions 
‘better than when the dollar would purchase 
more, 


BUT MORE OF IT. 


FEDERAL RESERVE BOARD POWERS. 


Application has been made in the District 
Supreme Court for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the Federal Reserve Board to issue a 
permit to the United States Foreign Financing 
Corporation to do business. The corporation 
Was organized to do foreign business, and 
among its directors are men experienced ip 
foreign trade. The Reserve Board refused to 
approve the organization certificate or to issue 
a preliminary permit to the corporation to en- 
gage in trade.. Apparently the only reason for 
the board’s action is that in its opinion the 
organizers would not be able to make a suc- 
cess of the corporation. 

The organizers declare that the Federal Re- 
gerve Board is without authority to inquire 
ss ‘inte the question of the experience or capacity 
of individuals who organize -a corporation to 


-- 
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engage in foreign trade. The board’ contends 
that it is not charged with the duty of ap- 
proving articles of incorporation and the {s- 
suance of permits to do business, but that the 
law vests it with discretionary authority to 
approve or refuse to approve such articles and 
to issue or refuse to issue permits, and that 
its actions are not subject to review in the 
courts, 

This is the first time that an application has 
been made to compel the Federal Reserve 
Board to act in such a matter, and it is ex- 
pected that a judicial examination will be 
made of the law ‘under which the board func- 
tions. The relators insist that a law attempt- 
ing to confer upon the board the power which 
it has exercised in this case would be uncon- 
stitutional. In its answer the board states 
that its action was taken by unanimous vote, 
after full and impartial consideration of all 
the facts, and that it believes that it would 
be contrary to public policy to approve the 
articles and grant the permit to do business. 


SENATE IMPUDENCE, 


The evident desire of the Senate to become 
the supreme arbiter of public affairs, whether 
within its jurisdiction or not, is growing speed- 
ily. The present session of Congress has been 
especially noteworthy in that respect. Gratui- 
tous advice has been given by the upper branch 
of Congress to President Coolidge in the mat- 
ter of another term of office. A member of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission has been 
penalized for carrying out the duties of his 
office and the dictates of his conscience. It 
has been proposed that the Federal Reserve 
Board be told how to conduct its business, and 
now a hint has been given the Supreme Court 
of the United States on the line of procedure 
it should follow in the rate valuation case, 

The Senate yesterday by a vote of 46 to 31 
passed the resolution introduced by Senator 
Norris recommending that the National Council 
on Valuation be permitted to intervene in the 
St. Louis and O’Fallon Railway Co. case, and 
that Donald R. Richberg, counsel] for the Na- 
tlonal Council on Valuation, be permitted to 
make oral argument and file a brief. No one 
is inclined to challenge the importance of the 
case In point. It is the test case involving the 
entire valuation structure of the American rail- 
roads on which the Interstate Commerce’ Com- 
mission is now at work. The present action is 
one that has been brought by the railroads in 
an effort to set aside the commission valuation 
as being too low. The case already has been 
heard in a lower court, and the valuation as 
fixed was upheld. It is now before the Supreme 
Court on appeal from that decision. The prin- 
ciples involved in the O’Fallon case, if sus- 
tained, will be applied in determining the phy- 
sical value of the remaining railroads in the 
United States. 

The importance of the pending case affords 
no justification for interference by the Senate 
with the functions of the Supreme Court, Coun- 
sel for the Valuation has 
the same right as lawyer to 
to the Supreme Court for permission to be 
heard. It is for the Supreme Court to de- 
termine if it wishes to hear the representative 
of this organization. It is a matter which will 
be determined by the court on its merits, 
not on the basis of a resolution offered 
adopted in the Senate. The highest court can 
not be influenced by any consideration oither 
than its sense of duty and respect for the iaw. 
The impudence and unwarranted interference 
of the Senate wil! only serve to destroy the in- 
fluence which the Senate should and could have 
if it minded its own business.

British naturalist and photographer 
of wild birds, has been lecturing in the United 
States. The other day he issued a statement 
criticizing the American eagle depicted on the 
reverse side of the quarter-dollar. It has the 
feet of a wading bird, he said, and is. in the 
act of taking off instead of in full flight, as 
it should be to depict the majesty and power 
of a progressive and independent nation. As 
a result of this simple criticism Capt. Knight 
drew a spirited reply from Mr. H. A. MacNeil] 
who, in 1916, designed the coin. 

Mr. MacNeil admits that many ornitholo- 
gists make the distinction between water fowl] 
and birds of prey, but says that he has not 
yet found one that can prove that the eagle’s 
feet are tucked up underneath its body, as 
they assert. As a matter of fact, he says, the 
eagie could fly with its feet swung either for- 
ward or back. The bird on the quarter, he 
explains, has its feet placed to the rear be- 
cause with feet forward it would look war- 
like—ready to pounce on its prey. Thus, he 
says, the eagle on the quarter dollar stands 
as the symbol of peace. 

Apparently a deadlock has been reached: 
Capt. Knight says that the eagle is all wrong, 
and Mr. MacNeil says that it is all right. 
Fortunately the discussion will have no effect 
on the value of the coin. Duck or warrior, 
s0 long as the obverse side of the coin wil] 
serve to identify it to tradesmen and others 
as worth the proverbial two bits, Capt. Knight 
and Mr. MacNeil can go on arguing forever 
without disturbing the financial equilibrium 
of this glorious republie.

THE MERCHANT MARINE BILL. 


As was anticipated the House has passed 
the Jones-White merchant marine bill. ‘The 
measure now goes back to conference. The 
House bill would promote the transfer of Gov- 
ernment ships to private hands. The Jones 
bill, approved by the Senate several weeks ago, 
provided for retention by the Government of 
its fleet for the time being, at least. it is 
believed that the Senate will accept the meas- 
ure passed by the House, however, and DrO- 
ponents of merchant marine legislation hope 
that they will be able to secure its enactment 
before adjournment. 

The Jones-White bill increases the Shipping 
Board's construction loan fund from $125,000,- 
000 to. $250,000,000, and authorizes private 
shipping interests to borrow up to three-quar- 
ters of the cost of a vessel for a 20-year period 
at low interest rates. ‘It authorizes:the making 
of 10-year oceanic mail contracts with rates 
based upon speed and tonnage of vessels. It 
increases the Merchant Marine Naval Reserve 
pay. creates an insurance fund by which the 
Government can write protection upon its own 


vessels and those in which it has an interest, 


and grants authority to the Shipping Board to 
sell vessels to private interests by a vote of 
five members instead of requiring the unani- 
mous vote of the seven members. 

The Jones-White bill is sound in principle, 
particularly in the fact that it will stimulate

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the creation of a Setvadely owned and oper- 
ated merchant marine. As long as the Gov- 
ernment continues in the shipping business 
there is slight hope that the American flag 
can be restored to its proper place on the high 
seas. Government operation always has proved 
a failure. : 

Enactment of the Jones-White measure will 
be followed by an influx of private capital into 
the shipping business. “The Transoceanic Cor- 
poration, whose plans for the establishment of 
a four-day line of vessels met with formal dis- 
approval of the Shipping Board, doubtless will 
redraft its proposal in an attempt to become 
the beneficiary of the loan fund and mail con- 
tract features. In turning down the original 
project of the Transoceanic Corporation the 
Shipping Board reiterated its faith in the pos- 
sibilities of express ocean liners, 

The future of the United States, from the 
economic as well as from the national defense 
standpoints, can be served fully only through 
the provision of ample American owned and 
operated bottoms with which to move America’s 
products and which can be drafted into service 
should emergency arise. The flag has been 
driven from the high seas by the pressure of 
foreign competition, and since vessels can be 
built cheaper in Europe than in the United 
States, relief is to be had only by making funds 
available in the shape of long-time loans at Jow 
interest rates upon which Americans can get 
under way. Once vessels are in hand, Ameri- 
can operators can be depended upon to make 
them pay, provided the ships themselves are 
of modern design and capable of high-speed 
crossings. Old ships rebuilt will not do. A 
new merchant marine must be created, 

Enactment of merchant marine legislation 
during the present session depends entirely 
upon whether the Senate will accept the Jounes- 
White measure as passed by the House. The 
matter is urgent, and it is to be hoped that 
conference consideration can be expedited.

Pedestrians are often more careless than mo- 
torists, pursuing their way without the slightest 
regard for the rights of the driver. Fortu- 
nately the National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety is not confining its attention 
to the model traffic ordinance, but also is cam- 
paigning actively in behalf of the primary rules 
of safety. If relief is to be had from the mount- 
ing Casualty list it lies in this quarter. The 
American public, pedestrian and motorist alike, 
must be taught to save itself. 


DO UNDERGRADUATES THINK? 


It is to be hoped that the opinion, recently 
expressed by a professor of psychology, to the 
effect that it is doubtful whether it pays an 
undergraduate in an American university to 
think, is not really well founded. The pro- 
fessor in question has come to the conclusion 
that under the present educational system a 
student may succeed better academically by 
listening, agreeing, recording, memorizing and 
reproducing—that is, that, in the main, the 
tendency is to require him to accept solutions 
rather than to make them, 

It is well, of course, to inculcate respect for 
authority, but it should also be always remem- 
bered that, in most things of the mind, au- 
thority alone is not enough. It is never a 
satisfactory basis for the acceptance by C of 
the truth of any arguable proposition to tell 
him that eminent men, to wit, A and B, or 
any other number of them, have believed it 
before him. The acceptance will necessarily 
be always unstable unless C has reasoned the 
matter out for himself and come to a con- 
clusion with which his own mind is satisfied. 

The exact reverse of this process is what 
the professor of psychology fears is at work. 
He says: 

Menta] comprehension is more highly 
prized than mental initiative in the 
United States universities, and the stu- 
dents’ business is to learn rather than to 
think. Under such a system how is it 
possible for a student to develop a sane 
and healthy skepticism and a tendency 
to evaluate and criticize? 

The answer would be, of course, that it is 
not possible under such conditions, but no one 
interested in education or in the future of the 
race would admit the existence of the condi- 
tions without damning proof, which does not 
appear to be forthcoming.

NATURE'S RESERVOIRS. 
An experiment lately carried out by 
the Los Angeles County forestry de- 
partment at the foot of San Antonio 
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nature’s method of storing water un- 
derground, observes the Los Angeles 
Times. By a system of small diver- 
sion dams and lateral pipe lines they 
caused the water that formerly rushed 
over rocks and rubble uncontrolled to 
be spread over a wide surface. Sixty 
days later this spread water caused a 
rise of approximately 30 feet in a well 
one mile below the place so treated. 
In from 60 to 90 days the effect was ob- 
servable in wells at Claremont four to 
five miles distant and after eight 
months wells began to increase their 
flow at Pomona, nearly ten miles away. 

In just this same way nature employs 
the tree roots as diversion dams over 
hundreds of miles of watershed and 
stores the rain in better reservoirs than

Dr. Weizmann. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Many 
of the world’s notables visit Washing- 
ton, but few are more worthy of hom- 
age than one who comes here today 
to plead with Washington Jews to aid 
in the upbullding of the Jewish Home- 
land in Palestine. 

~Dr. Chaim Weizmann, one of Eng- 
land’s greatest men of science, aban- 
doned his career to devote his life to 
the cause of Palestine rehabilitation. 
It was he, more than any other living 
man, who was responsible for the is- 
suance of the Balfour Declaration, 
through which Great Britain recognized 
the right of the Jewish people to their 
ancient soil, It was in gratitude to 
Dr, Weizmann for his war services that 
England took this step in which later 
all the great powers were to concur. 

One of America’s prominent rabbis 
once asked Dr. Weizmann whether he, 
as @ man of science, believed in the 
Biblical conception of God, and Dr.

Celebrated Comedy by Robert Emmett Sherwood, Edi- 
tor of Life, at Poli’s, With Sir Guy Stenley 
in Role of Hannibal. 


With few changes in the cast, Robert 
Emmett Sherwood’s comedy of Carthe- 
gian conquest, “The Road to Rome”’— 
which some have dubbed the road to 
rulin—came back to the scene of ts 
earlier triumphs, Washington, last 
night—and although the elephants ure 
quartered this time in Poli’s instead 
of the Belasco, the story rolls right 


denouement is thrown in for good 
measure. Briefly, this Elliott Lester 
opus undertakes to acquaint the first 
nighter with the reactions to “moon- 
light and springtime” in a lad of 17. 
The story has its inception when a 
certain Bud Weaver returns home from 
prep school—all excited about getting 
married to a high-flying lady some 
eight years his senior. An industrious 
college professor, learning of Bud's in- 
tentions, hurrics toward the residence 
of his late pupil, to assis in staving off 
the calamity—and just what various 
situations he encounters in his noble 
effort is worthy of the talent of a circus 
master or a Clifford Brooks. The com- 
edy abounds with uproarious incidents 
piling one atop the other—and a climax 
of no mean proportions. 

The play might, in all decency, boas 
of two individual stars—the Messrs. 
Phelps and Ridges, who blossom forth 
in new colors: Billy Phelps as the moon- 
struck seventeen and Stanley Ridges as 
the professor. The cast is not in evi- 
dence in its entirety—eight of the prin- 
cipals serving well. Leneta Lane has 
the assignment of Ann Weaver, the sis- 
ter of Bud, and Adelaide Hibbard with 
Edward Arnold form the _ paternal 
requisites of this stage family. Charles 
Hampden is given excellent opportunity 
to display his varied talents and Robert 
Brister gives good account as the lady- 
like confidence man. Helen Wallace, a 
newcomer this year, is made to perform 
in the manner of a veteran, much to 
the delight of the audience.

It was recalled on the original ap- 
pearance of Mr. Sherwood’s work that 
the editor of Life found in this drama 
many analogies to present-day life— 
and he has. “The Road to Rome,” even 
though it breathes a back-stage atmos- 
phere of Babylon and Nineveh, Athens, 
Sparta and way stations, is nonetheless 
as up to date as a congressional inves- 
tigation. The old world of the Mediter- 
ranean might have known the places 
as Carthage and Rome, but the new 
world has them ticketed under other 
names—wnhnichever come handy in mak- 
ing appliances. 

The author here, of course, has taken 
many liberties with history, though he 
holds a truthful torch over the shoul- 
ders of one of the greatest military 
geniuses the world ever knew. Hanni- 
bal, a young man of might, was on the 
warpath to conquer the world—until 
he met with a lady. This lady, imper- 
sonated by Miss Jane Cowl, proved his 
undoing—and there is the nub of the 
story. There are those who hold that 
the play, in its burlesque, goes too far: 
and there are those who, knowing of 
his complaint, say it is all right be- 
cause done in a spirit of fun. 

Forsooth “The Road to Rome” is no 
child’s play. It is for the sophisticated. 

Of one thing there tis certainty—h!is- 
tory. were it presented in the classroom 
as Mr. Sherwood unfolds it on the 
stage, would do elther one of two 
things.

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PLANES DEFEND TROOPS 
FROM “ATTACKS” BY AIR 


“Enemy” Batters Pope Field 
Targets in War Game While 
Officials Look On. 


DRIVEN OFF BY “HAWKS” 


Pope Field, Fort Bragg, N. C., May 7 
(A.P.).—Against a drab sky that aided 


a brisk wind in making watchers un- 
comfortable, the warfare of the future 
was demonstrated today by United 
States Army airplanes as a second part 
of the greatest ain.maneuvers ever at- 
tempted in this country. 

Popping out from behind heavy 
clouds that hung low overhead, 25 fast 
airplanes swooped down this morning 
on a portion of Pope Field, arrangea 
with targets to represent artillery on 
the march. They had hardly machine- 
gunned the targets and dropped a load 
of 120 7T-pound bombs on the targets 
when swooping up from the field at 
close to 200 miles an hour came 25 
Curtis hawk pursuit planes. 

Thence across the field, at a dis- 
tance where there was no chance that 
spectators would be hurt, the 50 planes 
engaged in a warlike melee that made 
watchers forget the raw chilling wind 
and dreary sky. Secretary of War 
Dwight Davis and Gov. McLean of 
North Carolina, accompanied by Gen. 
Foulois, of the Army Ajir Service, 
watched the practice from a distance 
of half a-mile. 

After the attackers had inflicted 
heavy damage on the target and been 
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driven off, the 116th Field Artillery 
started on the march. Like a hundred 
buzz saws humming out of the sky the 
attackers were heard approaching once 
more, The alarm sounded. The at- 
tacking planes dived. Three fast de- 
fense planes took the air and from 
their exhausts poured a stream of 
thick white smoke. Into this the ar- 
tillery men disappeared, while antilair- 
craft guns roared at the swift planes. 

The demonstration here closed to- 
night with an exhibition of night fir- 
ing by antiaircraft artillery. Tomorrow 
morning the squadron of 50 fighting 
planes and 20 transports will leave 
Fort Benning, Ga., where the next 
part of the maneuvers will take place.

GRAND JURY ACCUSES 
POLICE OF TORTURING

Underworld Pacts, Summary 
Executions and Despotism 
Laid to Miami Department. 


Miami, Fla. May 7 (A.P.).—After 
three months’ investigation the Dade 
County grand jury today charged the 
Miami police department with “under- 
world alliances, summary executions, 
revival of the tortures of the middle 
ages and despotism of such nature as 
to destroy the freedom of our citli- 
zens.” 

The denunclation was contained in 
the final report of the grand jury 
which some time ago indicted Chief 
of Police H. Lesiie Quigg and members 
of his force on charges of murder and 
beating prisoners. Quigg, together with 
three of his men, was acquitted re- 
cently of killing a negro prisoner. 

The grand jury pronounced Quigg 
“wholly unfit for the office.” He now 
is under suspension. 

Specific instances of torture, indig- 
nity and tyranny were described in the 
report. Recital of these instances came 
from more than 90 per cent of 300 
witnesses who appeared before the in- 
quiry, the grand jury said, but much 
of the testimony centered on offenses 
now outlawed by the statute of Iimita- 
tions. Common practice in police ques- 
tioning of witnesses included forcing 
them to sit on a chair electrically 
wired so as to cause acute discom- 
fort, with an officer standing ready to 
knock back into position any one who 
attempted to escape the torture, the 
report said. The jury said it had been 
informed that one negro prisoner had 
the soles of hfs bare feet beaten with 
a copper-bound ruler for an hour and 
a half. The negro was accused of steal- 
ing an automobile.

Annual Pulitzer Awards Are 
Made Public at Columbia 
University. 


“STRANGE INTERLUDE” 
BEST NEW YORK PLAY 


“Bridge of San Luis Rey” 
Gets Honor for Book on 
All Phases of U. S. Life. 


New York, May 7 (A.P.).—The annual 
Pulitzer prizes were announced by 
Columbia University today, awards in 
medals, scholarshiee and cash aggre- 
gating $15,900. 

The awards follow: 

The Indianapolis Times won a $500 
gold medal for the most disinterested 
and meritorious public service rendered 
by an American newspaper during 1927, 
The award was made for the paper’s 
exposition of political corruption in 
Indiana. 

Grover Cleveland Hall, of the Mont- 
gomery, Ala., Advertiser, was awarded 
$500 for the best editorial writing be- 
cause of his articles against floggings 


and racial and religious intolerance, 

No award was made for the best ex- 
ample of reportorial work, the test be- 
ing accuracy, tersencss and the accom- 
Plishment of some public good com- 
manding public attention and respect. 
The prize offered is $1,000. 


Cartoon Prize to Harding. 


A prize of $500 was given Nelson 
Harding, of the Brooklyn Eagle, of the 
best cartoon of the year, a Lindbergh 
picture entitled “May His Shadow Never 
Grow Less.” 

“The Bridge of San Luis Rey” was 
adjudged the best book of the year 
presenting the whole atmosphere of 
American life. Its author, Thornton 
Wilder, was awarded $1,000. 

Eugene O'Neill won 81,000 for 
“Strange Interlude” as the American 
play performed in New York best rep- 
resenting the educational value and 
power of the stage in raising the stand- 
ard of good morals, good taste and good 
manners. 

The largest prize, $2,000, was awarded 
to Vernon Louis Parrington for his 
“Main Currents in American Thought” 
as being the best book of the year on 
the history of the United States. 

“The American Orchestra and Theo- 
dore Thomas,’ by Charles Edward Rus- 
sell, was judged the best American 
biography teaching unselfish and pa- 
triotic services to the people. Prize, 
$1,000. 


“Tristram” Verse Winner. 


Edwin Arlington Robinson was 
awarded 81,000 for the best volume of 
verse published during the year by an 
American. The book was “Tristram.” 


Scholarships for a year in Europe, 
valued at $1,800 each, were awarded 
Philip Seckler, Alfred Dudley Britton, 
jr.. and Mary D. Roman, all of New 
York, aS graduates of the School of 
Journalism who have passed their 
examinations with the highest honor 
and who are otherwise most deserving. 
Haig Gordon Garbedian, of Vest New 
York, N. J.; Margaret C. Lloyd, of 
Bradford, Pa., and Elliott A. Crooks, 
of Alma, Mich., were named as alter- 
nates. 

Scholarships valued at $1,510 for 
Furopean study were awarded to Lamar 
Stringfield, who was born at Raleigh, 
N. C., and Gordon Samstag, adjudged 
the most promising students of music 
and art, respectively.

Buying Orders Again Deluge 
Market Despite Talk of 
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Stiffening Money. 


TOBACCOS GAIN SHARPLY

New York, May 7.—Bidding for stocks | Am 


today, with the current phase of the un- 
precedented bull movement entering 
into its eleventh week, was as vigorous 
as at any stage of the proceedings thus 
far, and the turnover ranked well up 
among the biggest on record, approxi- 


mating 4,300,000 shares. Neither the 
bugaboo of firmer money nor the rais- 
ing of the bank rate at another Federal 
Meserve center over the week-end tended 
to dampen the ardor of the outside 
speculative element. 

On the contrary, the market again 
was deluged with buying orders which 
poured in from all parts of the country 
The demand from out of town was so 
persistent that heavy realizing by loca! 
traders and a good deal of distribution 
negotiated during the session was ab- 
sorbed without causing more thun pe- 
riodical irregularity in price movemenis 
among the leaders, and in numerous in- | 
stances the best prices were reached in 
the final hour. 

Speculators paid scant heed to the 
raising of the call money rate to 51, 
per cent in the afternoon. This firm- 
ing of the rate followed the calling in 
of some $20,000,000 loans by banks 
Such withdrawals, were broadly re- 
garded as a consequence of the move by 
banks to adjust their reserve position 
on the reserve bank, a procedure which 
now is being done twice *ach week. Lo- 
cal banks were heavy borrowers at the 


reserve bank last week. | A 


The trading element, both public and | 
professional, in its present frame of 
mind assumes that nothing in the way 
of a setback of consequence in stock 
market values is imminent. Probably 
this psychology is founded in no small 
measure on the market's obvious ability 
to push ahead in spite of the repeated 
warnings hoisted by the reserve authori- 
ties, and in part no doubt on the splen- 
cid profits which have been accruing to 
those who have had the tenacity to hold 
on stubbornly in face of all warnings 
and other disturbing influences that 
the market of late has been able to 
brush aside.

Utilities stocks set a fast pace again 
under the leadership of such seasoned 
issues as American Telephone & Tele- 
graph, Public Service of New Jersey 
and International Telephone & Tele- 
graph, all of which rose spectacularly 
to new record levels and closed just 
under the top, showing net gains, 
respectively, of 2%4, 354, and eight 
points. 

Demand for American Telephone, 
which rsoe to within a pebble’s cast | 
of the 200 level, was based largely, of 
course, upon expectation of an early 
stock issue which would convey the 
usual valuable rights to shareholders. 
Such rights in recent years have meant 
aM average of about $3 a share annually 
to stockholders, and, figuring on that 
basis, the stock at today’s high levels 
offered a yield of around 6.12 per cent. 

General Motors stood in the van of 
the industrial list from the opening, 
ite spectactilar gain at the outset lift- 
ing it to a new summit at 210, serv- 
ing to keep speculative interest in the 
stock at a feverish pitch.

Council Members Urged to 
Advocate Cut in Corpora- 
tion Income Levy. 


FIRE WASTE CONTEST 
& PRIZES ARE AWARDED 


Philadelphia Receives Bronze 
Plaque as Winner of 
First Place. 


The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States yesterday reopened its tax 
controversy with the administration 
when Lewis E. Pierson, its president, re- 
newed the chamber’s demand for a gen- 
@ral tax reduction, but particularly a 
reduction of the corporation income tax 
from 1314 per cent to 10 per cent. 

The chamber’s demands were made 
by Mr. Pierson in an address before the 
national councilors of the organiza- 
tion, who met in special session before 
the general opening today of the three- 
day session of the sixteenth annual 
meeting of the organization, at which 
more than 2,000 delegates, from all sec- 


tions of the country, are expected to 
attend. 


Seventeen Delegates Nominated. 


The National Council of the chamber 
last night: norrinated seventeen dele- 
gates to fill vacancies on the board of 
directors beginning with the present 
meeting. The successful candidates to 
be formally voted upon in a general 
session of the chamber on Friday are:

T. Trigg, Philadelphia; W. M. Wiley, 
Sharples, W. Va.; Oscar Wells, Birming- 
ham; W. M. G. Howse, Wichita, Kans.;

Fdwin Wells, of East Liverpool, Ohio, 
were tied in the voting. The annual 
meeting will decide tetween them Fri- 
day. Nomination is equivalent to elec- 
tion. 

Prior to the vote yesterday on the 
candidates for the seventeen vacan- 
cles on the board of directors, Sena- 
tor Vandenburg, of Michigan, presented 
the prizes to the winning cities of the 
1927 interchamber fire waste contest, in 
the name of the national chamber. 


Cites Losses by Fire. 


In emphasizing the appalling loss by 
fire—10,000 lives and more than 8500,- 
000,000 in property last year—Senator 
Vandenburg said: 

“There are many different kinds of 
fires that need fighting and against 
which, for the safety of the republic it 
is necessary constantly to sound alarm 
I am thinking, for example, of the fires 
of bigotry. We can burn ourselves to 
cinders in the furnace of racial and re- 
ligious hate. We can be utterly re- 
duced to ashes by neglecting spiritual 
aspirations. And of the fires of trea- 
eon we can be consumed in the incen- 
diary flames of revolution if we fail in 
vigilant devotion to the unbreached 
Constitution, to the unbroken American 
tradition, to the sanity of law and the 
stability of its administration.” 

Mr. Pierson, in his address of wel- 
come said: 

“It’s a race today between the tax- 
payer and the tax spender. The coun- 
try can afford tax reduction. It can 
no longer afford to be denied it. 


Urges Tax Reduction. 


“With the country’s total annual tax 
bill, for all purposes, upward of eleven 
billions, extravagant spending of funds 
raised by taxation involves a burden 
upon the productive enterprise of our 
people that must be reckoned with as 
a factor detrimental to national pros- 
perity.” 

Three previous tax reductions have 
granted substantial reductions to all 
sources of Federal revenue except the 
corporation income tax, Mr. Pierson de- 
clared. Those rates were increased and 
are now higher than the war level. The 
chamber’s position, established by ref- 
erendum, advocates the reduction of 
this tax to a rate of 10 per cent and 
Mr. Pierson urged all members of the 
organization to “pull together” in an 
effort to “put over” the policies of the 
chamber. 

The grand prize for fire loss reduc- 
tion was awarded to Philadelphia, 
which was also winner in class one 
cities. Mayor Harry A. Mackey, re- 
ceived Philadelphia’s prize, a bronze 
plaque. Other cities receiving prizes 
were Grand Rapids, Mich.; Durham, 
N. C., and Fremont, Mich.

Review by Commissioners on 
Appeal Declared of Doubt- 
ful Value. 


Five recommendations of a special 
committee which investigated the pro- 
cedures of the police trial board were 
adopted last night at a dinner meeting 
of the public order committee of the 
Board of Trade at the Raleigh Hotel. 

They were: 

First, the recommendation of Maj}. 
Edwin H. Hesse, superintendent of po- 
lice, that the board consist of an in- 


spector as presiding officer, two cap- 
tains and an assistant from the office 
of the corporation counsel, who be des- 
ignated as the prosecuting officer. At 
present two police captains and one as- 
sistant corporation counsel, as chair- 
man, constitute the board. Maj. Hesse's 
recommendation is pending before the 
District Commissioners. 

The second recommendation was to 
the effect that ft e 


duc ; iis Own motion 
and refer the evidence so gathered to 
the major and superintendent of police 
for prosecution before the trial board. 

Fourth, complainants should have 
the right to be represented by personal 
counsel. The corporation counsel 
should examine and cross-examine wit- 
nesses for both sides or may permit the 
personal counsel to so examine wit- 
nesses in his place. 

Fifth, when the evidence is such as 
to lead the trial board to belleve that 
the defendant policeman has violated 
any law or municipal ordinance of the 
District of Columbia, the chairman of 
the board should immediately notify 
the corporation counsel to see ‘that the 
defendant is forthwith prosecuted for 
his offense, unless, however, the defend- 
ant has been previously prosecuted for 
the offense in question. 


Lengthy Discussions Held. 


The special committee was composed 
of Claude W. Owen, chairman; John 
Lewis Smith, M. E. O'Brien and Fred 


A. Carter, and the recommendations 
were adopted only after a lengthy dis- 
cussion. 

It was the opinion of the committee 
that frequently the penalty assessed 
by the trial board has not been con- 
sistent with the offense committed, and 
observed where cases primarily involve 
injury to the person or damage to the 
property of a civilian there is less in- 
terest manifested and the penalty cor- 
respondingly lighter.

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PEDESTRIANS HELD 
SAFEST IN CAPITAL 


14 Killed for Every 100,000 
Population Is Low Record 
for 39 Cities. 


From the standpoint of fatal traffic 
accidents, Washington jis the safest of 
39 American citics of comparable 
size, according to a tabulation yester- 
day by William H. Harland, director of 
traffic, based on statistics compiled by 
the Bureau of the Census. In 1927 the 
local rate of traffic fatalities was 14.2 
for every 100,000 of population. The 
thirty-ninth and last city in the list 
is Youngstown, Ohio, which had 33.1 
deaths for every 100,000 of population, 
Chicago is charged with 22.4 and New 
York with 18.8 traffic accident deaths 
in each 100,000 of population. 
Harland yesterday recommended to 
the commissioners that they amend the 
traffic code to limit parking to two 
hours from 8 a. m,. to 6 p. m. in M 
street, Georgetown, between Twenty- 
ninth and Thirty-sixth streets. 
Fifty-nine automobile drivers’ per- 
mits were revoked and 26 suspended 
in April for infractions of traffic rules, 
and 8 out-of-town drivers were denied 
the privilege of operating motor cars in 
the District. Half of ‘he revocations 
and suspensions were for driving while 
drunk, one-fourth were for leaving 
after colliding and the remainder for 
miscellaneous offenses.

Howard's execution is set for May 21, 
but the mandate of the Appellate 
Court will not come down until fifteen 
days from yesterday. In the meantime 
Attorney Siegal is expected to ask the 
United States Supreme Court to re- 
view the case. Assistant District At- 
torney John Fihelly prosecuted Howard.

Jack Rose Sentence 


Is Upheld by Court 


The District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals yesterday added a few teeth to 
the Harrison antinarcotic act by a deci- 
sion which means that the prosecuting 
authorities may procure the imposition 
of sentence upon each count of an ine 
dictment, even though the counts may 
appear to duplicate each other. Each 
count may be considered as a separate 
offense, the court ruled. The case dise- 
of Jacob Solomon, 
alias Jack Rose, former proprietor of a 
New York night club, who brought 50 
ounces of morphine to Washington on 
February 7, 1927, and sold some of it to 
a narcotic agent. 

There were seven counts in the in- 
dictment, and Solomon, after pleading 
guilty, was sentenced to two years on 
each count. The defendant objected to 
being sentenced on each of the counts, 
Four of the counts charged illegal deal- 
ing and selling and the other three 
counts charged illegal possession All 
involved the same transaction. Assist- 
ant District Attorney John Fihelly ap- 
peared for the Government.
